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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed June 24, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., different signaling and protocols such as TDMA, CDMA, CDMA 200, UMTS and 
GSM) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

The applicant argues on page 9 of the response to final action that Ahrens fails to 
teach switching to a different network technology. The applicant acknowledges that 
Ahrens discloses replacing an obsolete exchange (switch) with a newer switch. 
However, the applicant argues that, in light of the specification, different network 
technologies are limited to those where the signaling and protocols are not directly 
compatible. In support of this, the applicant cites page 4 of the specification, which 
discusses migrating a system between analog, TDMA, CDMA, CDMA 2000, UMTS and 
GSM. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The broadest 
reasonable interpretation of "different network technologies" could not be limited as 
narrowly as the applicant argues. The examiner reads "the replacement of a 
technologically obsolescent exchange with an exchange that embodies the state of the 
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art" (see Ahrens column 2, lines 24-26) to mean the exchanges use different network 
technologies as claimed. 

Similar arguments are made for claims 10 and 25. For the same reasons 
discussed above, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

The applicant finally argues on page 1 1 of the response to final rejection that the 
combination made in claim 25 is not proper. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1 988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the advantages 
of a TDMA network, such as improved system capacity and low noise, are well known.
